A careful and not unrrfendly study 
of William Randolph Hearst by Lin­ 
coln Steffens appears in the Ame ican 
Magazine for November, being a not­ 
able analy sis of an 
extraordinary 
man. 
It examines Hearst 
without 
prejudice or passion, thus making an 
especially effective 
presentation of 
the frigid and selfish philosophy upon 
which he has shaped his career. 
Hearst started out y ears ago to 
achieve a purpose— namely , to feed 
his vaulting ambition. Such ideas as 
he has are rooted to a colossal ego­ 
tism. T ie self-appointed prophet of 
the discontented and the envious, he 
preaehes the doctrine of hate. He 
reaps his harvest from the sown seed 
of uncnaritablenesa. “ Cola, isolated, 
hard,” say s Mr. Steffens, “ he is dis­ 
tinctly unmoral.” 
That is true. Hearst is for Hearst 
all the time. The ‘‘common people ’ 
whom he so persistently caricatures, 
he strives to mislead .with half-truths 
and quarter-truths and endeavors to 
debase so that he may induce them 
to join with him in a hue and cry 
against every man and every interest 
that stands in the way of his person­ 
al ambition, are to him no more than 
so many beagles to do his hunting 
and drag down his game. He hunts 
noble game— a may oralty , a gover- 
rorship, the presidency of the United 
States. 
Would he serve the people well in 
public office? No, he despises the peo­ 
ple. If he did not despise them he 
would not preach class 
natred to 
them, would not feed them upon do­ 
mestic scandal and lull-blown hor­ 
rors of every description exaggerated 
to the greatest possible extent, would 
not judge pure men and evil men 
alike in politics by the sole test of 
their attitude toward Tils own am 
bitlon. Mr. Steffens say s: 
‘‘He seems to think that democracy

She 
is a mother, and her family are high­ 
ly esteemed among us. All of us know, 
that she Is a bright, sweet-hearted, 
public-spirited woman, and that she 
does not deserve any such rebuke. 
In fact Mrs. Thompson is in every 
way the reverse of the kind of wo­ 
man held up to scorn by the good 
priest. 
She is religious, but without 
any narrow, sanctimonious pinchbeck 
piety . 
She knows and loves the 
best in art, literature and drama. No 
one could be freeer than she is from 
snobbery or any thing akin to aristo 
cratic vanity . 
And T am sure that 
she has as much tender human char­ 
ity as her critic has, and as much 
plain common sense. 
Motherly solicitude prompted what 
Mrs. Thompson said of the factory 
girls. She knows that, as a class, If 
we are to divide folks into classes, a 
thing she does not do— working girls 
are bright, self-reliant 
and 
pure- 
minded. 
But she also knows that 
they are exposed to all the wiles of 
rakish minds; to many traps 
and 
nets unknown to those who live the 
sheltered life. 
It was of these things 
that she was thinking, and the idea 
of casting any slur upon factory girls 
as such did cross her mind. 
It is not pleasant to think of some 
things that go on in this town. But 
they go on just the same, and we 
look on with a feeling of utter help­ 
lessness. Facts such as these led Mrs. 
Thompson to plead that the mothers 
of the city bestir themselves and try 
to throw about the way ward and the 
thoughtless influences at once res­ 
training and inspiring. 
Her words 
should be read in the light of her 
life, her spirit, and her 
desire to 
serve. 
From her point of view, as I have 
tried to indicate it, what Mrs. Thomp­ 
son said was true and wise and time­ 
ly . 
Work is an honorable thing, 
and the girl who works and pay s her 
way is to be honored. But, like other 
y oung folk, they have something to 
learn from older heads. Father Clan­ 
cy and I can learn something from 
mothers like Mrs. Thompson, if 
do but listen. 
Only the other day a police officer 
asked if I could do any thing to get 
parents to keep their boy s and girls 
off the streets at unseasonable hours 
of the night. Some parents let their 
y oung people go and ask the police 
to look after them. 
But if I set this 
fact down some one will flare up and 
ay that I slander the homes of the 
city . 
That I am a hidebound puri­ 
tan. That I have no charity and less 
sense. That I ought to attend to my 
own affairs. 
But that officer told the truth. He 
put his finger on many of our ills 
The trouble begins in the home. That 
some of the factory girls do impru­ 
dent things no one can deny . That 
some other girls do the same things 
is equally true. And it is natural that 
mothers like Mrs. Thompson should 
feel solicitude for them. 
All that Mrs. Thompson said is 
true, but it is not true of all factory 
girls, or of any large 
number 
of 
them. 
It is true of those of whom 
it is true. They know it. Father Clan­ 
cy knows it. There is no bitterness in 
what Mrs. Thompson said, but only 
a tender heart try ing to find a way 
to help. The girls have no 
better, 
sweeter friend than this 
motherly 
woman. 
Tn the meantime— and it has been 
a mean time— we have 
overlooked 
other very plain truths in the essay 
read to the Woman’s club.

Department of Agriculture Issues 
Bulletin Showing What New 
Law 
Brought. 


I he United States department 
of agriculture has issued a bulletin 
giving some very interesting facts 
about hunters and hunters’ licences 
in the United States and Canada. It 
shows that the license sy stem has 
proved the most successful method 
thus far devised of raising funds for 
game protection. It* has undergone 
rapid development in recent y ears, 
and has reached a point 
in 
nine 
states where the income which it has 
produced has placed the game war­ 
den department on a self-sustaining 
basis. 
It has also furnished useful 
statistics hitherto unavailable in re­ 
gard to the number of hunters 
in 
.states W’hieh have adopted both resi­ 
dent and non-resident licenses. Thus 
examination of the returns 
shows 
that in 1905 nearly 10,000 licenses 
were issued to non-resident hunters, 
or people hunting outside their own 
states; that in seventeen stales and 
three provinces of Canada 511,905 
licenses were issued to residents and 
that, so far as figures are available, 
the total number of licensed hunters 
in the United States and Canada was 
more than half a million and 
the 
amount paid for licenses was more 
than $600,000 in a single y ear. 
Almost $400,000 in Illinois. 
It is shown that nearly $400,000 
in license fees have already been col-» 
lected in the state of Illinois. 
Li­ 
cense fees were first charged to resi­ 
dent hunters in this state in 1903, 
although 
non-residents 
had 
been 
charged a y ear earlier. The fee for 
residents 
is and hits been $1; 
that 
for non-residents was $15.50 in 1902 
and 1903, and $25.50 since.

nace. 
When we admit that weakened vi­ 
tal resistance is the usual forerun­ 
ner of catarrhal troubles we have the 
strongest reasons for counteracting 
such influences. 
The cold morning plunge has an­ 
swered this question very satisfac­ 
torily for such as have the hardihood 
to keep up the practice the 
y ear 
round. 
Such persons seldom take 
cold, when their weaker 
brothers 
would be certain of a severe seizure. 
They have the extra glow of skin, an 
increased surface warmth that acts 
as an extra garment, alway s with 
them, and alway s a ready protective 
garment against any sudden change 
of temperature. 
The opposite to this condition 
is 
that induced by the American habit 
of overheating our apartments and 
making us doubly susceptible to the 
cold outside. We can keep comfort­ 
able without baking ourselves. All 
these precautions may seem trivial 
to the one who does not stop 
and 
think. 
Now is the time, 
however, 
to 
make the good resolutions, backed 
by sensible practices, that will en­ 
able most of us to escape all the nu­ 
merous catarrhal troubles which we 
are made to believe will come to us 
whether or no. « Then, too, the pneu­ 
mococcus may be awaiting for his fa­ 
tal inning.

attempting to cheek the feeling against 
the United States.
